SUGAR ALLOWANCE 18 
RAISED TO S POUNDS 


WASHINGTON, Nov. I.—The sug­ 
ar allowance of two pounds monthly 
a person for householders was in­ 
creased to three pounds monthly to­ 
day by Food Administrator Hoover, 
effective today.

not safe. We must remember that an 
ounce of prevention is worth a pound 
of cure, both as individuals and as a 
community.

BY HIGH OOST OF LIVING 
STOCKHOLM, Nov. 
I.— (Corres­ 
pondence of The Associated Press)— 
Australia occupies the most favor­ 
able position of all lands in the mat-, 
ter of increased cost of living, ac­ 
cording to a survey made 
by the 
Stockholm Commercial Gazette. The 
Australian increase was reported as 
30 per cent since the beginning of 
the war. The United States was re­ 
corded as in second position with the 
increase of 60 to 70 per cent. 
Holland with an increase of 70 per 
cent showed the smallest increase 
among European nations with Den­ 
mark next with the increase of about 
30 per cent. 
Sweden, England, France, Spain 
and Portugal are grouped with an in­ 
crease running from IOO to 122 per 
cent, England and France occupying 
the most favorable place 
with 
in­ 
creases of about IOO per cent, while 
Sweden had 182 per cent. 
Germany, Belgium, Norway «and 
Hungary had increases from 150 to 
200 per cent, while the cost of living 
in Austria, Finland and Russia had 
increased more than 200 per cent. 
In every case the figures are based 
on the budget of a normal family 
with a year’s expenditures of 2,000 
crowns In 1914.
